board, and an Upland citrus grow- 
er, in a talk before members of the 
realty board in luncheon session at 
Hotel Ontario. 

In opening his remarks, Mr. 
Frick referred to reports present- 
ed at a recent meeting of the 
realty board indicating that local 
citrus workers do not receive a 
wage which enables them to live 
properly. In refuting these asser- 
tions, the speaker quoted from the 
books of a local packing house to 
show that an efficient woman 
packer was able to earn approx- 


imately $56 in a period of two 
weeks. 
Mr. Frick admitted that the 


packer earning such an amount is 
exceptional worker, but he 
pointed out that packers are paid 
on a basis of skill and quantity 
production. The speaker further 
gave it as his belief that if im- 


proper housing conditions exist 
jamong citrus fruit workers that 


the citrus industry itself is not re- 
sponsible. He pointed out further 
the necessity of employing citrus 
fruit workers only intermittently 
to meet the requirements of the 
growers and declared that the 
present year promises to be a poor 
one for the growers of oranges and 
lemons. 
Laidlaw Praises Mexicans 

G. G. Laidlaw, president of the 
Upland Citrus association, the 
llargest single house of the On- 
itario-Cucamonga Exchange, stat- 
jed that in his experience in the 
‘citrus industry hereabouts over 4 
| period of 36 years, he had found 
(it impossible to employ white help 
j exclusively over any period of 
;time. He blamed this to the white 
|man’s antipathy toward working 
wages, even when they are 
'sood. He paid a tribute to the 
| quality of the Mexican labor here- 
abouts and declared that many 
\Mexican families are proving good 
citizens and are educating their 
children and in other ways put- 
ting some of the whites to shame.

A. J. Nielson, manager of the 
{Upland Citrus association, declar- 
led that there is no overcrowding 
‘in the labor camp maintained by 
[his concern. He recited that in 
each of the 20 cottages of three 


rooms each at the camp in ques- 
tion the maximum number of per- 
sons there housed is six and that 
this is regulated by the state hous- 
ing commission. The pay to wo- 
men workers in the fruit, he point- 
led out, is regulated by the mini- 
mum wage law. 

Sheehan Predicts Prosperity 
t Robert Sheehan, of the research 
department of the J. B. Ransom 
Co., in a talk before the board, de- 
clared Southern California on the 
eve of the greatest era of prosper- 
lity in its history. By way of back- 
{ing up his declarations, he point- 
ed out that the Los Angeles har- 
bor now handles more inter-coast- 
al tonnage than the harbor of New 
York, and is second only to New 
York in tonnage for the seven 
seas of the world. 

He declared that in the metro- 
;politan area of Los Angeles, in- 
cluding all territory between San 
Bernardino and the sea, embrac- 
ing the West End, there are 7,000 
factories, which last year produced 
manufactured articles to the value 
\of $1,300,000,000. He held that the 
growth of the Southland can 
scarcely be over-estimated, par- 
ticularly when the awakening of 
China is taken into consideration.
